There are lots of things we still 
don’t know about the new coronavi- 
rus, COVID-19, which has claimed 
1,000 lives in China and sickened 13 
people in the U.S. — including seven 
in California, with a new case re- 
ported Monday in a person evacu- 
ated by plane from Wuhan and quar- 
antined in San Diego at the Marine 
Corps Air Station Miramar. 

But we're learning fast. Emerging 
research is bringing us closer to an- 
swering these key questions: 


Where did the virus come from? 


A new genetic analysis from South 
China Agricultural University sug- 
gests that the virus jumped to hu- 
mans from pangolins — long-snouted 
mammals often used in food and tra- 
ditional Chinese medicine. 

If verified, the pangolins may just 
be an intermediate host. The virus 
probably originated from bats. But 
bats hibernate in winter, so it’s un- 
likely that they directly infected peo- 
ple.

Developers consider 
properties ideal spots 
for upscale housing

Affordable-housing advocates 
are pushing San Jose leaders to 
extend more robust redevelop- 
ment protections to every mo- 


red-hot real estate market entices 
property owners to convert parks 
into more upscale housing. 

But San Jose leaders say just 
two of the city’s 58 parks — 
Westwinds and Mountain Springs 
— are earmarked for high-density 
housing and face an immediate 
risk of redevelopment. 

The proposal highlights the 
struggle Bay Area cities face to 
preserve existing housing and 


ments. Mobile home parks pro- 
vide an ample, yet dwindling, sup- 
ply of affordable housing near job 
centers. But developers also eye 
the properties as prime places to 
add new, higher-quality homes 
and high-rises to meet the re- 
gion’s soaring demand. 

In a letter to the City Coun- 
cil Feb. 4, the housing and com- 
munity development commission 
urged the council to designate all
